From  a  casual  examination  of  the  plans 
for  the  new  district  to  be  created  by  filling 
in  the  bay  between  the  arsenal  of  war  and 
Gloria  hill,  it  would  appear  that  a  straight 
water  front  is  planned  between  the  two 
points,  which  will  make  an  obtuse  angle 
with  the  Praia  do  Flamengo  shore  line.  Be- 
fore it  is  too  late  to  correct  this  mistake,  we 
would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  muni- 
cipal authorities,  and  the  contractors  lor 
filling  in  the  bay,  to  the  desirability  anil  ad- 
vantages of  making  a  change  in  these  plans. 
As  this  part  of  the  water  front  is  not  de- 
signed for  shipping  uses,  it  can  be  laid  out 
in  a  curve  just  as  easily  as  it  can  be  re- 
stricted to  a  straight  line,  and  the  improve- 
ment to  the  water  front  would  be  incalcula- 
ble. Rio  de  Janeiro  possesses  so  many 
advantages  for  the  making  of  a  beautiful 
city  thai  it  is  a  pity  to  neglect  them.  And 
not  only  will  a  curving  shore  line  add  to 
the  appearance  of  the  city,  but  if  taken  in 
connection  with  the  driving  course  which 
we  propose,  it  will  add  enormously  to  the 
value  of  the  property  thus  reclaimed  Irom 
the  bay.  It  is  therefore  directly  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  contractors  to  execute  this 
improvement,  for  the  building  sites  along 
the  projected  avenue  will  command  double 
the  price  they  would  otherwise.  Another 
advantage  to  be  derived  from  the  drive, 
aside  from  the  healthful  recreation  which  it 
will  afford  to  the  people  of  this  city,  will  be 
in  the  development  of  horse-breeding  in  the 
country.  There  are  a  few  fine  carriage 
horses  now  in  the  city,  but  if  there    were  a 


good  macadamized  road  accessible  for  driv- 
ing purposes  their  number  would  soon  be 
increased  a  hundred  fold,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  there  is  so  linle  pleasure 
in  driving  over  paved  streets  that  very  few 
people  will  care  to  keep  carriage  horses,  but 
were  there  a  smooth,  well-kept  macadam- 
ized ruail  in  the  city  there  would  be  an  im- 
mediate change  in  that  respect.  The  ad- 
vantages of  this  proposed  drive— which  con- 
flicts with  no  scheme  and  which  can  be  cre- 
ated at  a  very  slight  expense — are  so  great 
that  we  can  not  understand  why  there  is  so 
much  indifference  manifested  toward  it.  It 
would  serve  for  driving,  riding,  promenad- 
ing, military  exercises,  bicycle  riding,  and  a 
general  pleasure  resort  for  the  city.  And  as 
it  would  be  public  property,  it  would  be 
free  to  all.  Will  not  our  colleagues  of  the 
daily  press  give  the  project  a  moment's  con- 
sideration? Arc  they  not  willing  to  advo- 
cate one  scheme  for  the  public  good,  where 
they  are  advocating  scores  for  private  gain? 


It  must  be  confessed  that  the  idea  of  the 
"federation  of  independent  states"  is  either 
very  imperfectly  comprehended,  or  the  pro- 
visional government  has  resolved  upon  an 
entirely  different  form  of  a  republic.  There 
has  been  talk  enough  about  the  system  to 
give  one  the  idea  that  nothing  short  of  the 
fullest  measure  of  local  self  government 
would  be  granted,  and  at  the  very  same 
time  every  administrative  act  tends  'to  cen- 
tralization and  to  a  restriction  of  local 
rights.  In  the  first  place,  the  provisional 
government  objected  to  the  organization  of 
the  stale  governments  before  that  of  the 
nation,  from  which  it  results  that  every  state 
and  every  municipality  is  still  ruled  direct 
from  this  central  authority,  In  the  second 
place,  the  national  government  is  reserving 
to  itself  powers  which  will  tend  to  keep  the 
states  largely  in  subjection  to  control  by  the 
central  administration.  And  in  the  third 
place,  the  privileges  retained  for  the  military 
classes,  the  retention  of  control  over  rail- 
ways, telegraph  lines,  industrial  operations, 
education  and  elections,  ami  the  marked 
tendency  to  interfere  with  the  authority  of 
the  courts,  must  all  lead  to  a  constant 
strengthening  and  extension  of  national 
powers  at  the  expense  of  the  states.  As  we 
can  hardly  believe  the  cabinet  to  be  so 
ignorant  as  to  consider  these  centralizing 
measures  to  be  genuine  grants  of  local  self- 
government,  we  must  believe  that  a  deliber- 
ate deception  is  being  practised  and  that  a 
centralized  republic  after  the  French  model 
is  really  intended.  If  this  really  be  the 
purpose,  then  we  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  openly  avowed,  instead  of  con- 
tinuing this  most  demoralizing  policy  ol 
promising  one  thing  while  executing  ano- 
ther. There  are  many  branches  of  public 
service  which  it  is  best  to  retain  in  the 
hands  ol  the  central  government,  lor  pur- 
poses of  economy,  efficiency,  public  safety, 
etc.,  as  the  posloffice,  currency,  military  ser- 
vice, electoral  regulations,  customs  taxation, 
naturalization,  uniformity  in  civil  rights, 
and  certain  other  services  of  like  character 
and  general  application.  Hut  the  case  is 
wholly  different  when  we  come  to  many  ol 
the  acts  ol  the  provisional  government  which 
intrench  on  the  rights  anil  liberties  of  the 
states  and  unjustly  interfere  with  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  citizens.  The  general  gov- 
ernment is  certainly  not  carrying  out  the 
republican  federative  idea  when  it  owns  rail- 
ways and  forbids  the  construction  of  com- 
peting lines,  when  it  retains  control  of 
telegraph  lines  and  interferes  with  private 
messages,  when  it  exercises  the  privilege  ol 
granting  industrial  and  commercial  conees 
sions,  exclusive  or  otherwise,  and  even  to 
the  granting  of  stich  concessions  to  certain 
banking  monopolies  with  favors  and  exemp- 
tions which  enable  them  to  crush  out  all 
private  competitors,  when  it  grants  public 
lands  gratuitously  to  some  and  not  to  others, 
when  it  tetains  control  over  the  establish- 
ment and  government  of  colonies,  when  it 
retains  police  authority  in  the  states  and 
judicial  revision  over  the  courts,  and  when, 
as  just  witnessed,  it  grants  its  guarantee  on 
state  loans  on  condition  that  it  may  decide 
how  much  the  slate  may  borrow,  the  con- 
ditions of  payment,  the  application  of  the 
money  and  then  impose  a  government 
pail  in  the  state  treasury  to  audit  and 
direct  its  finances.  This  may  be  necessary 
lor  the  safety  of  the  guarantee,  but  it  is  far 
from  being  sound  republican  doctrine. 
And  it  may  be. that  this  is  the  only  possible 
lorm  of  government  for  Brazil—in  which 
case  let  us  call  it  a  "centralized  republic" 
hke  France,  and  not  a  "federation  ol  inde- 
pendent slates"  like  the  United  Slates

Wk  have  now  to  record  still  another  de- 
cree  from    the   hand  of  the   minister  of 
finance  which  must  be  regarded  as  false  in 
principle,  perilous  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  state,  a  bad  precedent  and  wholly  un- 
necessary.    As  we  have  frequently  objected, 
the  minister  of  finance  is  abusing  his  posi- 
tion in  decreeing  acts  of  this  character,  for 
there  is  no  such  urgency  in  any  one  partic- 
ular which   would   result  hurtfnlly    were  it 
postponed  for  two  or  three  months  until  the 
meeting  of  Congress.    It  is  not  only  a  gross 
abuse  of  power,  but  it  is  an  assumption  of 
personal  superiority  and    autocratic   ideas 
which  are  far  from  harmonious  with  the  re- 
publican pretensions  of  this  minister.    Of 
the  measure  now  in  question— that  of  grant- 
ing a  national  guarantee  on  state  loans  to  an 
aggregate  of  50,000,000$ — the  principle  is 
wrong  and  the  necessity  not  obvious.  Somt! 
of  these  states  are  said  to  be  in  difficulties: 
but  they  are  always  in  trouble  and  are  at 
this  very  moment  spending  money  as  though 
they  had   inexhaustible  resources.     Instead 
of  borrowing,  they  should  be  economizing; 
and  instead  of  granting  facilities  for  increas- 
ing their  indebtedness,   the  minister  should 
be  aiding  them  to  organize  a  state  revenue 
sufficient  to  meet  their  ordinary  expendi- 
tures.   The  idea  that  a  provisional  govern- 
ment may  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of 
unorganized  states,  is  perhaps  only  equalled 
by  the  extraordinary  faith  of  the  capitalists 
who  are  said  to  be  willing  to  loan   money 
on  such  a  security.     In  its  political  aspects, 
the  measure  is  opposed  to  every  sound  prin- 
ciple of  republican   representative  govern- 
ment, for  it  reduces  the  states  to  financial 
dependence  on  the  national  administration 
and  restricts  their  independent  action  to  the 
supervision  and  consent   of  the   minister  of 
finance  and  his  fiscal  agents.     Beyond  that, 
it  forces  the  prosperous  and  well-governed 
States  to  guarantee  and  eventually  pay  the 
indebtedness  of  dishonest,  extravagant  and 
badly-governed  states.    Tins  is  not  only  un- 
just and  wrong  in  principle,  but  it  is  certain 
to  be  an  element  of  discord   in   the  future. 
Many  of  these  states  are  not  only  poor,  but 
some  ot  them,  like  Matto  Grosso  and  Goyaz, 
have  never  been  able  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
their  own  administration.     To   call    upon 
such  states  as  Santa  Catharina  and  Eapirito 
Santo  to  guarantee  the  borrowings  of  such 
hopelessly  insolvent  states,  is  clearly  unjust. 
Then  there  are  the  states  gone  mad  with 
the  mania  for  guaranteeing  railways,  facto- 
ries, etc.,  on  their  own  account,  like  Minas 
Geraes  and   Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  which  will 
want  to  borrow  incessantly  to   feed  a  crowd 
of  hungry   favorites;   why  should  the    more 
conservative  states  like  Silo  Paulo  and  Rio 
Gmnde  do  Sul  be  called  upon   to  secure 
loans  for  purposes  which  they  can  not  com- 
mend ?    Unless  a  state  can  directly  author- 
ize and  audit  the  expenditures  of  another 
state,   it  should  never  be  held  responsible 
for  the  results.    As  for  the  reported  willing- 
ness of  Messrs.  Louis  Cohen  &   Sons  and 
other  London  bankers  to  loan  money  on 
such  conditions— and  it  is  to  be  noted  that 
their  telegram  of  August  20th  was  not  pub- 
lished with  the  contract— we  cannot  believe 
that  they   have   been   correctly  informed  of 
the  situation,  nor  do   we   believe   that  they 
have  given  their  final   assent.      The  guaran- 
tee of  the  national  government  is  of  course 
an  important  consideration   to    them,  but 
they  must  be  aware  that  this  act  of  the  min- 
ister of  finance  will  be  subject  to  legislative 
revision    in    the   very    first  budget    passed. 
And  they  should  be  also  aware  that  the  state 
securities  specified    are    purely  imaginary. 
There  is  not  a  single  organized  stale  gov- 
ernment in  Brazil,  consequently  they  have 
no  one  authorized  to  borrow;  they  have  no 
legally  authorized  expenditures,    they   have 
no  special  systems   ot    financial  administra- 
tion and  taxation,    consequently  they  have 
no  clearly  determined  revenues;  and  they  are 
not  permitted  to  tax  foreign  imports  and 
they  can  tax  exports  only  up  to  1895.  The 
only  asset  on  which  London   capitalists  can 
loan  money  is  the  guarantee  offered  by  the 
minister   of  finance.     If  London    bankers 
are  willing  to  loan  their  money  on  any  such 
terms  as  these,  then  they  are  more  anxious 
to  take  extraordinary  risks  than  is  generally 
believed. 


"The  petitioner  appears  lo  ask  of  this  depart,

sisiance  lo  prejudice  the  revenue  of  die  Cenlra)  of 
Rnuil  railway,  t  reluse  the  petition.  So  long  as 
to  me  belongs  die  responsibility  of  directing  this 
department,  t  shall  know  how  to  comply  with  iny 
duty,  in  defending  llie  entirely  of  the  Central  of 
Brazil  railway." 

We  do  not  know  ourselves  what  is  the  special 
question  in  discussion,  nor  is  it,  for  our  purpose, 
necessary  lo  know  this.  What  we  wish  lo  give 
prominence  lo  is  merely,  as  a  resolution  most 
worthy  of  applause  and  endorsement,  the  general 
consideration  of  protecting  against  marauding 
(dammficidoia)  competition  the  revenue  of  our 
principal  railway,  or  in  other  words  an  important 
source  of  the  revenue  ol  the  stale. 

Other  acts  of  the  minister  of  agriculture  give 
witness  to  llie  same  purpose  and  we  are  of 
opinion  that  such  should  he  the  rule  of  the 
administration. 

That  great  property,  the  Central  of  Brazil  rail- 
way, represents  a  most  valuable  amount  of  slate 
capital  which  it  is  necessary  to  watch  over  and 
protect. 


The  y»fual  is  unquestionably  right  in  ils 
argument,  but  is  not  orthodox.  Stale  property 
linger  a  republic  belongs  to  the  tax-payers,  and 
their  legally  elected  representatives  may  dispose  o( 
ibis  property  at  their  discretion.  tinder  pure 
republican  doctrines,  therefore,  the  Engineer  Quel- 
ro2  did  not  merit  the  blast  lliai  Secretary  Glyceric.

Att.  j.—  The  government  will  assist  with  the 
guarantee  of  the  Federal  Treasury  upon  the  in- 
terest and  sinking  fund,  the  loan  or  loans  which 
may  lie  executed  (celebrarem)  abroad,  up  to  the 
sum  of  50,000,000$,  in  favor  of  the  states  which 
can  not  through  their  own  credit  alone  realize  the 
operations  demanded  by  immediate  and  imperious 
necessities. 

Ait.  J.— The  product  of  such  loans  will  tie  ex- 
clusively destined  to  the  satisfaction  of  urgent  and 
immediate  engagements,  for  the  meeting  ol  which 
the  administration  of  the  states  has  no  other  means. 

Ait.  j. — The  states  that  aspire  to  the  favors  of 
this  decree  will  prepare  themselves  by  presenting 
a  specified  and  demonstrative  exposition  of  the 
value  of  the  transaction  that  they  propose,  to  the 
department  of  finance,  which  in  view  of  these  data 
will  fix  the  quantum  of  the  respective  loan. 

Art.  4.—  The  federal  government  will  stipulate,

The  interest  and  sinking  fund  of  the  loan  will  be 
paid  in  gold,  or   its   equivalent   in  paper  money  at

The  service  of  the  payment  of   interest  and  sink- 
ing fund  of  the  debls  of  llie   borrowing   states  will 
be  done  either  by  the  Treasury  Agency  in  London, 
or  bv  die  lending  bankers,  as  may  he  most  suitable 
to  llie  iatter. 

Xil. 
In   case    the   lenders  make  the  payments    of  in- 
terest and  sinking    fund,  the    borrowing  states  will 
pay  a  commission  of  1  per  cent,  for  this  service.

the  stales,  desirous  thereof,  the  guaranlee  of  Ihe 
federal  government  for  ihe  loans  which  lliey  intend 
to  contracl  with  the  hankers  represented  by  1.  P.  da 
Silv.i  Monteiro  and  Albert. 1  J.  P.  Hargreaves,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
referred  to  decree,  winch  now  becomes  a  part  of 
this  contract,  obliges  himself  lo  guarantee  the 
faithful  compliance  of  the  obligations  contracted  by 
the  borrowing  states,  fiscalizing  the  application  of 
the  special  revenue  destined  to  the  service  of  the 
inteiest  and  sinking  fund  of  the  contracted  loans, 
completing  from  the  National  Fe 
the  sum  or  sums  which  may  be  net 
insufficiencies  or  deficits  in  the 
engagemenis  contracted  by  the  borr 
accordance  with  the  contracts 
approved.

In  the  exposition  to  Gen.  Deodoro,  preceding 
the  decree,  Gen.  Harhosa  states  that  his  action  is 
based  upon  that  of  Alex.  Hamilton,  the  first 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  in 
President  Washington's  cabinet,  and  quotes  in 
support  of  this  slatemeni :  Von  Hoist :  Vtrfas- 
sung  und  Demoaatu  de/  Veieinigten  Staatcn  von 
Amerika,  c.  ill;  Gibh :  Mem."  of  Wolcott  1, 
p.  45;  lienloir.  Thirty  Years'  Vie~M,  t.  n,  p.  173; 
Holies;  The  Financial  History  of  the  United  States, 
vol.  It,  p.  2;;  and  Hamilton:  Works,  vol.  VI, 
p.  640. 

Gen.  Barhosa,  however,  strengthens  his  position 
by  declaring  that  whereas  the  wretched  financial 
condition  of  the  American  states  afler  the 'revolu- 
tion might  be  attributed  lo  the  particular  sins  of 
each,  in  Brazil  ihe  similar  condition  may  be 
barged  to  ali  in  general,  for  the  empire  was 
governed  by  representatives  elected  from  all  the 
slates  and  hence  all  must  contribute  to  relieve  the 
less  prosperous  members  of  the  commonwealth 
bom  ihe  pressure  of  usurers  and  the  demands  of 
creditors. 

Many  of  the  slates  will  not  require  the  govern- 
ment guarantee,  for  they  have  organized  their 
finances  by  loans  already  contracted.  No  fear 
may  be  considered  thai  the  autonomy  of  the  states 
will  be  diminished,  for  these  are  not  like  decaying 
regions;  on  the  contrary  they  all  possess  in  their 
soil  elements  of  prodigious  and  exhuberant  wealth. 
Among  the  foreigners  ihe  decree  will  be  a  further 
proof  o!  the  care  with  which  the  reputation  of  the 
country  is  watched.  "The  provisional  govern- 
ment has  bad  the  singular  fortune  of  passing 
through  nine  months  of  revolutionary  transforma- 
tion, without  contracting  debts,  without  issuing 
paper  money,  without  creating  taxes,  sources  at 
which  almost  invariably  the  ministers  of  tlie 
monarchy  went  to  drink." 

There  is  no  need  to  appeal  to  credit,  says  the 
minister;  if  elcetoiahsmo  does  not  succeed  faila- 
mental  ismo,  withdrawing  from  the  federal  adminis- 
tration its  independence,  its  purity  and  its  strength, 
the  labor  of  ihe  future  congress,  although  difficult, 
will  be  carried  to  a  good  result,  if  the  representa- 
tives found  their  efforts  upon  the  bases  of  the 
constitution  of  June  22nd. 

Gen.  Barbosa  concludes:  "In  this,  the  character 
reserved  for  itself  by  the  federal  government  is 
merely  that  of  a  benevolent  intermediary  towards 
the  slates  and  a  severe  director  of  the  operation. 
The  first  of  these  ideas  is  shown  by  the  dipositions 
[1st]  that  facilitate  the  loans,  lending  the  endorse- 
inent  of  the  Union;  [2nd"]  that  equalize  the 
standard  of  the  operations,  affording  to  the  weaker 
{the  less  prosperous  states)  conditions  which, 
without  the  federal  guarantee,  would  only  be  ac- 
cessible to  the  most  advanced  and  richest;  [3rd] 
that  open  the  treasury  agency  in  London  for  the 
service  of  the  interest  and  sinking  funds. 

The  intention  of  fiscalizing  the  operation,  pro- 
tecting at  the  same  time  the  interests  of  the  states, 
is  translated  into  the  articles  of  the  decree  :  [isl] 
that  commit  to  the  department  of  finance  the 
attribute  of  examining  the  importance  of  the 
demands  of  each  state  and  fixing  the  value  of  the 
respective  loan;  [2nd]  that  render  dependent  upon 
the  previous  verification  of  the  faithful  employment 
of  one  instalment  the  paying  out  of  a  second;  [3rd] 
that  oblige  the  states  to  set  apart  a  special  revenue 
for  the  execution  of  ihe  engagement.

Provincial  Notes 


—Ignatius  Loyola  is  publishing  ajmirnnlnta 
place  called  Serro,  in  Minas  Geraes. 

—The  new  water-works  at  Campinas,  Sao  Paulo, 
are  said  lo  be  advp'tciiig  very  rapidly. 

— A  company  has  been  organized  in  Itatiba,  Silo 
Fau'o,  to  found  a  colony  and  make  money  out  of  it. 

—The  total  number  of  registered  voters  in  the 
state  of  Minas  Geraes,  so  far  as  reported  lip  to  the 
30th  ult.,  is  91,291. 

—A  telegram  from  Rio  to  Sao  Paulo  on  the  lolb 
declared  'hat  either  Governor  Porlelln  or  Minister 
Glycerio  would  resign. 

— Five  of  the  names,  out  of  a  total  of  19,  on  the 
Rio  Grande  republican  ticket  for  the  approaching 
elections  are  military  men. 

—The  governor  of  Sao  Paulo  has  announced  that 
those  who  have  not  paid  the  school  tax  may  still 
do  so  without  the  fine  imposed. 

— Telegrams  from  Santa  Catharina  ami  Parana 
announce  the  removal  of  the  toll-bouses  which 
have  recently  caused  so  much  Double  between 
those  two  states. 

— The  governor  of  Sao  Paulo  has  authorized  the 
municipal  authorities  of  Santos  to  open  the  laza- 
retto for  the  reception  of  immigrants  suffering  from 
small-pox. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  23rd  ult,  declares  that  a 
plantation  at  the  Pinheiro  station,  Central  of  Brazil 
railway,  is  of  public  utility  and  condemns  it  (o  be 
transformed  into  an  immigration  station. 

— A  telegram  from  Pernambuco  says  that  ex- 
Governor  Meirn  has  declared  that  the  election  of 
Gen.  Deodoro  to  the  presidency  will  be  a  public 
calamity.     He  proposes  Senator  Saraiva, 

— Gen.  Peixoto  is  after  the  Parahyha  do  Norte 
municipality.  The  general  fears  these  gentlemen 
have  been  invading  ground  necessary  to  tile  de- 
fense of  Fort  Santa  Catharina,  at  Cahedello. 

— A  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  5th  infantry 
battalion  at  Bahia  on  the  4th  inst.  playfully  pre. 
sented  a  revolver  at  the  surgeon  and  the  surgeon 
was  beyond  medical  assistance  five  minutes  after- 
wards. 

— The  naturalized  Germans  at  S.  Paulo  who  had 
proposed  including  the  names  of  two  of  their  fel- 
low-citizens of  the  same  extraction  in  the  electoral 
ticket  for  Congress,  have  been  induced  to  "plump" 
for  the  official  ticket. 

— The  governor  of  Bahia  has  contracted  with  Sr. 
Chuchu  for  900  carbinets  of  his  invention.  Sr. 
Chuchu  presented  his  model  to  the  general  gov- 
ernment years  ago,  but  the  war  department  showed 
no  inclination  to  adopt  it. 

— A  young  fellow  was  arrested  and  put  into  the 
lock-up  at  Santos  on  the  30th  ult.  for  bathing  at 
one  of  the  city  fountains  at  one  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  The  singular  feature  of  the  incident  is 
that  there  was  a  policeman  awake  at  that  hour. 

— Jose"  da  Rocha  Leao  desires  to  explore  the 
richness  of  the  flora  in  an  area  comprised  between 
the  Gaspare"  river.and  Villa  Maria,  in  M  at  to  Gross  0. 
The  minister  of  agriculture  asks  the  governor  to  re- 
port. We  should  say  that  Mr.  Rock  Lion  was 
after  matte. 

— The  residents  of  Juiz  de  Fora  are  now  com- 
plainingof  thieves.  But  what  else  can  be  expected. 
With  no  courts  free  to  punish  such  crimes  and 
with  the  example  of  those  in  high  places,  what 
more  natural  than  that  the  needy  and  ignorant 
should  steal  ? 

—The  Sao  Paulo  planters  are  again  complaining 
of  the  obstacles  encountered  in  procuring  laborers 
at  the  hospedana  for  immigrants  in  that  city.  They 
are  required  to  pay  to  certain  officials,  or  "brokers," 
20$  for  every  family,  and  5$  for  every  individual 
obtained  there. 

— The  arrival  of  a  "bagman,"  with  a  quantity  of 
samples,  from  Rio  was  made  the  occasion  of  a  de- 
imous  festa  at  Ouro  Preto,  the  capital  of  Minas 
Geraes,  on  the  30th  ult.  Brazilians  must  get  en- 
thusiastic over  something,  and  a  "bagman"  is  as 
good  as  an  inspector  de  quaiteitao,  any  day. 

— The  citizens  of  Amparo,  Sao  Paulo,  are  com- 
plaining of  the  insufficiency  of  the  police  force 
stationed  in  that  town.  Why  do  not  the  people 
organize  their  own  police  force  and  make  practical 
use  of  the  privileges  of  self-government  which  they 
are  supposed  to  have  acquired  through  the  revolu- 
tion ? 

—From  Natal,  Rio  Grande  do  Norte,  comes  the 
news  that  an  Indian  boy  about  12  years  old  is  in 
the  hospital  there  under  treatment  who  has  a  real 
tail  about  8  inches  long.  He  is  not  being  treated 
for^his  tail,  but  for  an  ulcer  on  one  of  his  feet.  This 
however,  does  not  interfere  with  the  peculiarity  of 
the  child. 

— The  disputes  in  Bahia  have  resulted  in  the 
prosecution  of  Dr.  Aristides  Zama  for  his  newspa- 
per attacks  on  the  state  government.  The  tele- 
graph says  that  Dr.  Zama  accepts  all  responsibility 
for  the  articles  and  that  the  people  gave  him  a  reg- 
ular ovation  for  his  determined  opposition  to  the 
authorities. 

— Having  sent  two  cannon  to  the  Barra  fort,  at 
the  entrance  to  the  port  of  Santos,  the  government 
is  now  obliged  to  send  12  soldiers  and  a  corporal 
to  take  care  of  them  and  enforce  sanitary  regula- 
tions. Flags  and  signals  are  also  needed.  But,  is 
it  not  a  little  singular  that  so  important  a  commis- 
sion should  be  entrusted  to  a  corporal  ? 

— The  state  oi  Minas  Geraes  levies  a  transporta- 
tion tax  on  the  products  of  other  states  passing  over 
its  roads.  A  horse,  or  bullock,  must  pay  320  reis,  a 
hog  100  reis,  a  sheep,  or  goat,  80  reis,  a  kilo,  of 
salt  3  reis,  and  unclassified  merchandise  at  the  rate 
of  30  reis  per  kilo.  For  railway  travellers  buying 
their  tickets  in  the  state  the  tax  will  be  10  per 
cent.,  while  their  baggage,  in  excess  of  100  kilos, 
and  all  express  parcels  will  be  taxed  30  reis  per 
kilo. 


—The  jail  at  Tungaripe,  Uahin,  is  said  to  be  in 
.such  a  condition  that  the  prisoners  stop  there  he- 
cruse  they  have  no  other  place  lo  go. 

—The  Italian  steamer  Mattco  Btuzzo  landed 
1200  '  nmigrauts  at  Sanies  on  the  4th  inst.,  who 
came  up  from  Buenos  Aires. 

—The  "national  party"  in  Rio  Grande  are  ad- 
vised not  to  vote,  although  they  have  a  recognized 
majority.  Bad  government  is  belter  than  a  fight, 
1  hey  think. 

— The  "historical  republicans"  of  Campos  have 
resolved  not  to  VOIO  On  the  15th.  It  reminds  one 
very  much  of  the  boys  who  "won't  play"  when 
(hey  cannot  have  their  own  way. 

—The  Dhuw  Poptt/ar hears,  that  the  Banco  Unifio 
de  Sao  Paulo  (Ruy  Barbosn  creation)  has  been 
granted  500,000  hectares  of  public  lands,  gratui- 
tously, on  the  Rio  Aguapehy,  or  Rio  do  Petxe,  for 
the  establishment  of  20,000  families  of  agricultur- 
ists in  colonies  under  the  terms  of  decree  165,  of 
17th  January  last.  If  anything  is  left  after  these 
favored  banks  have  obtained  all  they  want,  we 
propose  that  it  be  at  once  deposited  in  the  national 
museum  for  safe  keeping. 

—As  a  curiosity  lor  military  experts  we  trans- 
late the  following  from  a  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  jour- 
nal :  Jose"  Galdino  dos  Santos,  alias  Cigano,  /the 
gypsy)  enlisted  on  May  1st,  1876,  and  with  four- 
teen years  service  lo  his  credit,  he  had  been  eigh- 
teen months  in  the  ranks.  He  deserted  five  times, 
and  .succeeded  in  compromising  no  less  thon  20 
comrades  in  his  little  games.  A  prisoner  and  a 
patient  in  the  hospital,  he  made  his  escape,  for 
which  five  of  his  companions  were  court-martialed. 
He  was  feared  by  his  comrades  for  he  was  con- 
sidered a  wizard  and  because  they  saw  him  "  draw 
rum  out  of  a  door  with  a  gimlet."  A  congestion 
of  the  liver  killed  this  gentleman,  who  has  prob- 
ably carried  the  secret  of  rum-drawing  from  a  door 
with  a  gimlet  to  a  warmer  world. 


Railroad    Notes 


—The  Sao  Paulo  tram  lines  have  been  reducing 
their  fares  recently. 

— The  July  receipts  of  the  Carangola  line  were 
46,895^080;  expenses  not  published. 

—It  is  to  be  noted  that  Governor  Portella  has 
not  yet  revoked  his  concession  to  the  Sapucahy 
railway,  nor  has  he  resigned. 

—A  meeting  of  Mogyana  shareholders  was  held 
at  Campinas  on  the  2nd  inst.  to  consider  a  pro- 
posal for  the  purchase  of  that  line  011  the  basis  of 
500$  per  share. 

—The  people  of  Santos  are  not  al  all  pleased 
with  the  proposed  disappropriation  of  the  Sao 
Paulo  and  Rio  line,  because  it  is  designed  lo  at- 
tract business  away  from  Santos  to  Rio. 

— The  Paulista  directory  has  resolved  to  post- 
pone the  construction  of  the  projected  new!  shops 
at  Jundiahy.  There  is  evidently  (00  much  nego- 
tiation  in  the  atmosphere  for  commonplace  work. 

—We  hear  it  stated — and  the  information  comes 
from  good  authorities— thai  a  large  block  of  fraud- 
ulent debentures  of  a  railway  company,  which  has 
figured  largely  in  speculative  transaction;  during 
the  past  year,  is  in  circulation.  Would  it  not  be 
well  for  investors  to  exercise  a  little  care  in  hand- 
ling such  securities? 

— The  Sao  Paulo  and  Rio  de  Janeiro  share- 
holders resolved  on  the  31st  ult.  to  leave  the  sale, 
or  surrender,  of  their  road  wholly  to  the  discretion 
of  the  directors.  At  the  same  time  they  want  it 
understood  that  they  have  been  offered  320$  a 
share  for  the  purchase  of  the  line,  while  their 
stock  has  lately  been  quoted  as  high  as  400$. 

—We  regret  to  note  that  the  service  on  the  Jar- 
dim  Botanico  line  is  far  from  what  it  used  to  be. 
And  now,  since  the  new  arrangement,  one  hardly 
knows  what  is  expected  of  him.  The  Gavea  and 
Botanical  Garden  trams  accept  nn  way  fares,  noth- 
ing less  than  300  reis,  while  the  Military  School 
trams  have  stopped  half  lares  and  accept  nothing 
but  200  reis.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of 
Botafogo  trams  has  been  reduced,  which  will  tend 
to  force  way  passengers  to  pay  extra,  or  wait  long 
intervals  for  suitable  trams.  Then,  too,  strangers 
will  be  continually  getting  into  the  wrong  trams, 
and  will  consequently  have  to  pay  unjust  fares.  If 
this  complicated  system  is  to  continue,  the  leasl 
Dr.  Cintra  can  do  is  to  put  up  signs  on  all  the 
trams  indicating  the  fares.  This  will  also  give  him 
another  chance  to  exercise  his  artistic  talent.  The 
complaints  about  the  new  regulations  led  to  another 
change  on  the  5th,  by  which  the  fare  is  reduced  to 
loo  reis  to  Largo  do  Macbado  on  the  Botafogo 
trams.  The  lack  of  trains,  however,  is  causing  a 
continuation  of  the  shameful  scenes  on  the  Gun- 
calves  Dias,  where  ii  has  become  almost  impossible 
for  a  lady  to  get  a  seal. 

—From  the  balance  sheet,  dated  on  June  30th 
last,  of  the  Jardim  Botanico  tramway  we  may  ex- 
tract the  following  :

The  directors  report  that,  thanks  to  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city  during  the  past  summer,  the 
net  revenue  of  the  company  showed  an  increase  of 
109,457*940,  excluding  some  19,000$  received  from 
the  Cams  Urbanos  company  for  Ihe  use  of  the  line 
along  the  Rua  do  Passeio,  relative  to  which  a  law- 
suit had  been  carried  on.  During  the  year  under 
review,  10,542,731  paying  passengers  were  carried, 
and  540,143  gratuitous  ;  an  agreement  had  been 
arrived  at  with  the  municipality  to  reduce  tile  num- 
ber of  these  latter.  The  extension  of  the  line  is 
41.692  kilometres,  including  the  newly  opened 
branch  to  the  Military  Academy.

Perhaps  they  have  not  had  the  fiee  use  of  the  mon- 
ey as  long  as  they  would  like. 

— There  is  only  one  characterisation  of  the  pur- 
pose not  lo  vote  because  the  government  will  not 
permit  a  fair  election,  or  beta  use  blood  may  be 
shed— cowardice. 

—As  we  anticipated,  "Juca"  Reis  is  on  his  way 
to  Europe,  Sending  him  to  Fernando  de  Noronha 
seems  lo  have  been  done  merely  to  satisfy  the  ca- 
price of  the  chief  of  police. 

—On  the  22nd  ult.  the  minister  of  Ihe  interior 
granted  Messrs.  Samuel  Brothers  &  Co.  permis- 
sion to  use  the  arms  of  the  republic  upon  labels, 
stationery,  etc.,  used  in  their  business, 

—That  shop-keeper  on  the  Run  do  Ouvidor  who 
decorates  bis  balcony  with  cork  jackets  on  a  rainy 
day,  is  a  wag.  The  mud  in  Rio  is  not  quite  so 
deep  as  to  render  a  life  preserver  a  necessity. 

— Walk  up  to  the  counter,  governor,  and  slate 
your  wants.  The  government  intends  to  let  yon 
have  all  the  money  you  want,  but  at  the  same  lime 
the  minister  would  like  to  have  a  little  private  un- 
derstanding with  you. 

—Admiral  Wandenkolk  has  accepted  the  chief- 
tainship of  the  "  national  "  party  of  Rio.  We  fore- 
see questions,  and  declare  we  do  not  know  what 
the  national  parly  is.  If  its  resolution  lo  abstain 
from  participation  in  the  coming  elections  is  an  in- 
dication, we  should  say  it  is  a  natural  party. 

—On  the  25th  ult.  a  trooper  of  the  1st  cavalry 
who  was  on  duty  with  (Jen.  Deodoro's  escort,  was 
thrown  from  his  horse,  and  his  foot  catching  in  the 
stirrup  he  was  dragged  some  distance.  The  un- 
fortunate man  was  kicked  in  the  forehead  by  the 
frightened  horse  and  died  upon  reaching  the  hospital. 

— Hereafter  the  chief  of  police  is  to  wear  a  gold 
star  with  a  blue  circle  on  il  containing  the  words 
Segmanca  Publica,  Capital  Federal,  with  a  red 
center  on  which  will  appear  die  Southern  Cross ; 
ihe  police  delegates  will  wear  stars  with  blue  cen- 
ters, sub-delegate  stnrs  will  have  white  centers, 
and  ward  inspector  stars  will  have  plain  centers. 

—The  appearance  of  counterfeit  notes  in  widely 
separated  parts  of  the  country  is  a  matter  for  ser- 
ious apprehension.  It  indicates  the  existence  of 
loo  many  counterfeiters  and  too  many  "dealers" 
for  a  proper  sense  of  security  in  the  currency.  Add 
to  this  the  Mayrink-Barbosa  article,  and  we  have 
enough  to  make  us  wish  that  paper  money  had 
never  been  invented. 

—The  minister  of  the  interior  has  asked  permis- 
sion from  the  Misericordia  hospital  authorities  to 
send  a  representative  of  the  health  board  there  to 
lake  note  of  death  certificates  so  that  disinfections 
may  be  ordered,  and  monthly  mortality  reports  or- 
ganized. It  appears  that  the  Misericordia  still 
holds  the  monopoly  of  "planting"  people  in  Rio, 
and  the  minister  with  all  his  civil  registry  arrange- 
ments can  only  gel  at  the  niorlalily  through  the 
hospital  returns. 

— The  Diario  do  Commcrcio  on  the  291b  ult.  ad- 
vises the  electors  lo  exclude  from  their  ballots  ;  the 
"adherents"  without  a  plausible  motive,  the  eternal 
"pretendentes"  (candidates),  those  who  have  been 
favored  by  former  governments  with  rich  privi- 
leges, those  who  have  persistently  explored  the 
present  regimen,  ihosc  who  have  insulted  the  peo- 
ple and  those  who  have  an  opinion  for  every  year. 
If  this  advice  he  taken,  ihe  future  congress  will  con- 
sist of  the  editor-in-chief  of  the  Diario  do  Commt'r- 
do— and  perhaps  another. 

— On  ihe  25th  ult.  two  non-commissioned  officers 
and  a  private  of  the  23rd  infantry  battalion  created 
a  serious  disturbance  in  Villa  Isabel.  After  taking 
as  many  free  drinks  as  they  could  at  the  expense  of 
the  grocerymen  of  the  parish,  they  entered  a  house 
and  made  an  indecent  attack  on  a  married  woman 
whose  husband  fortunately  arrived  in  time  to  pro. 
tcct  her.  Upon  the  man  raising  an  alarm  the 
neighbors  armed  themselves  with  sticks  and  the 
soldiers  drew  their  sab  re -bayonets,  a  battle-royal 
ensuing,  in  which  the  soldiers  were  very  roughly 
handled;  one  of  tliem,  a  corporal,  being  knocked 
senseless  and  only  saved  from  death  by  the  efforts 
of  one  of  the  citizens.  The  other  soldier.1;  appear 
to  have  made  their  escape. 

— We  are  glad  to  see  that  Dr.  Aristides  Lobo, 
ex-minister  of  the  interior,  has  adopted  our  ideas  as 
to  the  rational  settlement  of  the  military  problem. 
In  a  letter  lo  the  Diatio  Popular,  of  Sao  Paulo, 
dated  August  27th,  he  calls  attention  lo  Ihe  con- 
stant conflicts  between  the  soldiers,  sailors  and  po- 
lice, to  the  mistake  of  concentrating  the  military 
forces  so  closely  together  in  a  large  city  where  they 
are  tempted  to  insubordination  and  disorder  and  to 
the  bad  influence  of  idleness  on  the  troops,  and 
then  adds:  "  I  think  it  would  be  best  to  scatter 
ihese  men  in  light  barracks  or  camps  along  ihe  rail- 
way. Separated  from  each  other  and  outside  the 
city,  consigned  to  constant  drilling,  they  would 
promptly  regain  their  military  habits." 

—We  hear  that  Mr.  W.  P.  Tisdel,  general  man- 
ager of  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society's 
agency  in  Brazil,  has  recently  resigned  that  posi- 
tion to  accept  an  important  and  responsible  posi- 
tion in  the  Pacific  Mail  Company  at  San  Francisco. 
Mr.  Tisdel  was  formerly  in  charge  of  ihe  Panama 
agency  of  that  company,  and  his  return  lo  ihe  same 
service,  therefore— to  say  nothing  of  the  highly 
gratifying  promotion  which  it  represents — will  take 
him  back  to  many  old  friends  n\u\  familiar  associa- 
tions. Though  they  may  regret  his  departure,  the 
hearty  congratulations  of  a  host  of  friends  in  Brazil 
will  go  with  him.  The  retirement  of  Mr.  Tisdel 
from  the  Equitable  offices  here,  however,  will  occa- 
sion no  delays  in  the  organization  of  that  company's 
business  throughout  Brazil  which  has  been  confided 
to  Mr.  Harold  Sorby,  of  the  New  York  office. 


— Srs.  A.  G.  Matlos  &  Co,  secured  the  contract 
for  building  a  steam  launch  for  the  service  of  the 
poxtoffice.

It  had 
been  stored  at  the  arsenal  of  war  and  a  leaky  roof 
did  the  business, 

—0  Palt  says  the  acting  chief  of  police  has  had 
5,000  election  lickets  printed  and  purchased  5,000 
envelopes  to  hold  them.  The  envelopes  arc  oi 
chrome-yellow  color  and  the  inference  is  policemen 
will  vote  them. 

— Il  is  a  little  perplexing  certainly,  but  there  arc 
a  great  many  people  who  think  (lint  the  concentra- 
tion of  small  industries  in  a  few  large  slock-jug. 
gling  monopolies  is  an  indication  of  prosperity. 
Perhaps  il  is,  bill  it  doesn't  strike  us  in  just  that 
way. 

— The  new  Royal  Mail  steamer  Chfdt  entered 
port  from  the  River  Plate  yesterday  and  leaves  this 
afternoon  for  Southampton.  She  has  made  splen- 
did time  thus  far  and  has  shown  herself  to  be  one 
of  the  finest  and  most  comfortable  steamers  on  this 
coast.  The  Royal  Mail  company  is  lo  be  congrat- 
ulated on  their  last  addition  to  their  South  Ameri- 
can fleet. 

—The  value  of  the  small  products  of  the  neigh- 
borhootl  brought  into  the  city  for  sale  in  Aug- 
ust reached  a  total  valuation  of  2,695, 5S2I910,  of 
which  charcoal  and  firewood  alone  were  valued  at 
i,371,8iS$oio.

limbs  from  these  trees  that  take  ten  years  to  grow. 
As  long  as  such  .shameful  things  are  permitted,  and 
all  for  the  purpose  ol  speculation,  It  is  useless  lo 
try  to  do  anything  for  the  adornment  of  ibis  city. 
It  takes  a  mighty  small  excuse  to  warrant  the  de- 
struction of  a  line  tree.

and  the  position  of  the  planter!  is  not  10  hopeless  as  ''hulls" 
would  lead  us  to  believe,  It  an  association  of  planters  can 
raise  £  100,000  to  mount  a  factor  business,  they  should  find  no 
difficulty  in  securing  the  funds  necessary  to  provide  the  labor 
for  their  plantations.
